In 
Canada tha servant* of the peopi# only 
receive about a tenth of the sum handed 
to legislators as "indeatdfy for lost 
time,” and it must be admitted that 
most of x*nr statesmen are eventually 
laid upon rha shelf sadder and poorer 
men in conaequencs of the mad desire to 
•erve their fellows. In British Colum¬ 
bia fbe remuneration Is stiU lower, but 
in some way the Lord provides. Even 
tho public servant who appears to put 
his hand to no other toil than that of 
guiding the legislative.machines manages 
to securo all the neresuries of life and 
to keep up a tolerable wardrobe. Tha 
bill to compel railway companlea to carry 
members free did not pa**. And Mill most 
of the members managed to move around 
and to cover a considerable area in their 
travels. Yet some people have been heard 
to assert that fbe age of miracle* la past. 
There Is comfort, however, in the fact 
that our election expenses are in hsr- 
«w*y with the pittances we pay oqr 
members. In .Grant Britain they run to 
extreme*. They not only refuse fo re¬ 
munerate statesmen unless they are so 
fortunate as to be io the government, but 
they run up enormous ejection bills. In 
INflO Mr. Gladstone's majority of 211 in 
Midlothian was obtained with an outlay 
of £2,693 12s. 8d.. or an averagsvof fl 
14s. 1*4d. for every vofe, white the Earl 
of Dalkeith, who opposed him, incurred 
an expenditure of £4.068. or |2‘19s. 5'/jd. 
a vote. In the same year tha Duke of 
Devonshire (then Marquis of Harting- 
ton) paid £4.017 for his seat. Lord 
George Hamilton and Mr. Octavios 
Cooke between them in Middlesex ran 
up a bill of £11.806, and Mr. Herbert 
Gladstone, who was rejected by tbs same 
constituency, spent £(U377—w fuly sum 
to pay for defeat. In 1680 an English 
county seat cost approximately $3,000 
and a borough about £800; now the aver¬ 
age outlay has been reduced to a little 
over $1,000 and about £000 respectively. 
This is an effect of the pew elections act.
